Miss C. was young and inexperienced. Her school appeared 
better at the close than in the beginning. |

Higher department, 11 weeks, taught by Miss Abbie C. Cochran; — 
whole number of scholars, 22 ; average attendance, 15 ; wages, $22. 
This was Miss Cochran’s second term in this school, and she was 
eminently successful. No teacher is more energetic and thorough. 
The order was perfect. In addition to the common branches, in-
